Johnaon seemed sullen and aaid noth- 
ing, nor did he endeavor to escape. 
» Joiner aet up a piteous moan and beg- 
ged his oaptora to aboot him, a. be pre- 
r forred death by being .hot to any oth- 

He then requested to be iierniitted 
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.on signified hia desire to fight, and 
they wore given an opportunity to grat- 
ify their pa.Hion for a flatienff. 

Johnaon, though muoh amaller than 
Joiner, put up a good fight and dealt 
Joiner some telling blows. The spec- 
tacle of the two men, who a. it were, 
were on the very brink of the great 
hereafter, fighting, baa probably never 
bt'on witneaaed before. 

Homo enggested putting them to 
death by burning them. Nearly every 
one acquicsoed in thin suggestion and 
three big fire, were startod, one for the 
men who were all wet, to dry their 
clothe, by, and tho other presumably 
for the purpose of burning the negroei. 
Mont of the men were eager to bnrn 
Johnson anyway, and it ia reported 
that he waa put on the Ore for a minute 
or two, but other, pleaded for him, and 
the program wa. changed. 

By this lime the negroes were 
brought face to face with each other, 
and Joiner owned up, saying that be 
had killed John Cotton and Marvin 
Btevenn, and Johnson reiterated hi. 
first oonfeaaion, mado when he waa 
first caught, to the effeot that be killed 
Johnston first, then Miaa Agnes Miller 
and Mi.. Lizzie Miller.* Neither of 
them implicated any white man laat 
night, but did implioate two other ne- 
groes, 

After thi. statement by the negroea 
ic men conveyed them .everal hun- 
dred yards from lbn Cotton residence, 
and hung tbem aide by side.and fired < 
rolley of shot, into their bodies. Join- 
r'. head wa. almoat .hot off, and John- 



Johnson and Joiner, according to 
te confession of the former, 
guilty of the murder of five membera 
of the Cotton family near here aome 
"line ago. The trio of mnrderera were 
taken from the jail at Amite City all 
her la.t night by the mob. Short- 
ly afterward a reixirt waa received that 
1 illiam. had been hanged to a big oak 
t Little Zion church, not far from 
mite City, and that the mob waa on 
. way to Tickfaw with Johnaon and 
oiner, who would no donbt meet a 
nrrible fate. 

Johnson and Joiner were broogbt 
to Amite City from New Orleans to 
plead to the indictments against tbem. 
and after the hearing were remanded 
without bail. During the day a party 
of citizena oalled at the jail and Jobn- 
aon made his confession. His atory of 
slaughter of the family wa. pecu- 
liarly brutal. 

said that be bad alway. liked the 
n family, and would not have 
harmed them bad it not been for the 
fact that be waa bullied into what he 
had done. He aaid that be armed him- 
self with an ax, not to hnrt any of the 
e in the house, but to prevent 
their escaping, a. he bad been told to 
watch a door. 

The murder, Johnaon aaid, w.» plan- 
ned by Bud McKnight, a white man 
rbo wa. a .uitor of the girl, Maude 
Miller, wboae mother, Mr.. Cotton, 
ihlpped her for allowing McKnight. 
attention.. This is the only motive 
he knew for the crime. 
He said Arch Joiner ahot Cotton.

dian fort that stood below town 
back in 1700. an incident was related of 
Bill Hardin's bravery whioh baa an 
amusing side toil. Hardin, in com- 
pany with one Harshfleld, was going to 
tbe mouth of the Falls of Sinking, near 
Stephensport. While on the way tbey 
were surprised by four or five IndiauB 
and captured. Hardin was a very brave 
man, of oourse, and was noted for hi. 
fighting qualities among the Indians. 
Althong in this instance he waa over- 
powered, he and his companion kept 
a close watch fur some means to get 
the better of the red men. He and 
Harshfleld bad their bands tied behind

Basis of Chewing Gum.

Four million pounds of gum chicle, 
the product of tbe Mexican sapota tree, 
entered the United Statea during im. 
This entire product, valued at nearly 
S1,S0U,00U, became the basis of chewing 
gum. 

A walk through a leading chewing 
gum faotory ia interesting. Here over 
1,000,000,000 pieces of gum are auuually 
produoed and shipped to every por- 
tion of the world. Three baudred 
employe, are engaged in tbe manu- 
facture of tbe gum, tbe fir.t step of 
which i. tbe portatiou of tbe raw chicle, 
which i. gathered by the peon, in 
Mexioo and 1 xported in bales, con- 
taining about ISO pound, each. The 
gum is taken from the hale, and 
chopped into small pieces. These are 
freed of tiee bark and chi|>a by steam- 
ing and picking, then ground iu mills 
making 8,400 revolution aminute. The 
ground gum is subjeoted to a continu- 
ous beat of 140 degree. Fahrenheit in 
dry in;,' rooms.
